STATISTICAL  MTTER 


Population 

During  I96I  the  steady  increase  in  population,  which  has  continued  ever 
since  the  war,  was  maintained.  The  mid-year  estimate  made  hy  the  Registrar 
General  being  33,620  or  an  increase  of  44O  over  the  previous  year.  As  I 
pointed  out  last  year  the  annual  increment  in  general  works  out  at  between  1 
and  2 per  cent  of  the  population. 

Births 


Live  Births  numbered  548  compared  with  542  in  I96O  while  Still  Births 
only  numbered  5 compared  with  9 in  the  previous  year.  The  steady,  although 
rather  slow  decrease  in  the  number  of  Still  Births  reflects  improved  antenatal 
care  and  conditions  in  the  district. 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  I96I  was  389,  an  increase  of  27  over 
the  previous  year. 

IThen  we  examine  the  causes  of  death  we  find  that  in  general  the  pattern  o 
previous  years  is  maintained.  There  are,  of  course,  minor  fluctuations  from 
year  to  year  but  over  a period  of  years  there  has  not  been  any  significant 
change . 

Again  the  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  account  for  approximately 
one  half  of  the  deaths.  Malignant  disease  deaths,  however,  in  I96I  only 
numbered  44  a-s  compared  with  70  the  previous  year  and  is  the  lowest  figure  for 
over  10  years.  The  annual  average  number  of  malignant  deaths  over  the  past  10 
years  v/as  56. 

Deaths  due  to  accidental  causes  totalled  I7  w/hich  is  3 fewer  than  in  I96O 
Over  the  past  10  years  the  annual  average  has  been  around  I8  accidental  deaths 
with  fluctuations  between  12  and  20. 

Once  again  there  v/ere  no  deaths  attributable  to  pregnancy,  childbirth  or 
abortion.  Suicides  numbered  4 and  there  were  no  homicides. 

Infantile  deaths  numbered  11,  an  increase  of  4 over  the  previous  year. 

The  most  prevalent  cause  in  this  group  being  cerebral  haemorrhage  in  the  new- 
born. 
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Notifiable  Disease 


Inspection  of  the  tables  on  pages  12  and  13  will  show  that  with  the 
exception  of  Measles  and  -Thooping  Cough  the  amount  of  notifiable  disease  occurring 
in  this  district  was  negligibleo  In  all,  37O  notifications  were  received  and  of 
this  number  only  17  were  not  referable  to  one  or  other  of  these  t^s/o  childish 
ailments. 

The  Measles  outbrealc  was  already  in  progress  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
Indeed,  every  month  since  mid  1958  ^.ad  produced  cases  with  peaks  in  mid  I96O  and 
a smaller  peak  in  February  I96I.  By  September  I96I  hovi/ever,  the  outbreak  seems 
to  have  burned  itself  out  as  no  cases  v/ere  reported  in  the  last  three  months  of 
that  year.  The  age  distribution  of  the  Measles  was,  as  might  be  expected,  mainly 
among  the  Junior  School  Children  and  in  many  cases  their  younger  brothers  and 
sisters. 

It  has  been  noticeable  over  the  past  fevi/  years  that  the  former  2 year  cycle 
for  Measles  in  this  area  has  been  changing  and  becoming  much  more  irregular. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  what  the  full  meaning  of  this  is  but  it  is  undoubtedly 
connected  with  a freer  mixing  of  the  population. 

It  will  probably  be  recalled  that  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1959  I mentioned 
that  the  notification  of  Measles,  except  as  a means  of  ascertaining  the  presence 
of  the  disease  in  the  district  and  measuring  the  progress  of  an  outbreak,  has 
little  value  from  the  preventative  point  of  view.  The  outbreak  in  I96I  cost 
the  ratepayer  the  sum  of  £4-2  in  notification  fees  and  I cannot  escape  the  feeling 
that  this  sum  could  well  have  been  expended  more  usefully  on  something  else. 
However,  this  expenditure  has  statutory  backing  and  as  such  is  an  obligation 
which  must  be  met. 

In  contrast  to  Measles,  l/hooping  Cough  r/as  only  notified  in  17  cases  during 
1961.  These  were  scattered  over  the  year  in  a random  manner  without  any  definite 
pattern  and  the  age  groups  were  much  the  same  as  in  Measles.  The  records  show 
that  the  last  year  in  which  TThooping  Cough  was  at  all  prominent  was  1957  when  217 
cases  were  notified.  It  is  probable  that  the  combined  immunisation  with  the 
Triple  Antigen  which  is  in  use  for  babies  is  one  of  the  factors  in  this 
improvement.  The  Triple  Antigen  protects  against  Diphtheria,  i/ifhooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified  since 
I9A6  and  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  since  1954* 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  decreased  by  one 
during  the  year.  In  all,  22  names  were  removed  from  the  Register  of  which  I4  had 
recovered.  There  was  only  one  death  directly  due  to  tuberculosis  while  2 other 
tuberculosis  patients  died  from  other  causes.  The  tables  on  pages  I4  and  I5  are 
self  explanitory. 

Housing 


Analysis  of  the  housing  situation  as  at  the  end  of  I96I  is  given  on  page 
16.  The  problem  of  the  provision  of  houses  for  all  who  need  and  desire  them 
still  presents  itself  on  a nationwide  scale.  Building  goes  on  steadily  throughout 
the  country  and  yet  there  still  seems  to  be  almost  as  many  people  as  ever 
seeking  fresh  accommodation. 
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The  position  in  this  district  reflects  on  a smaller  scale  the  national 
position.  During  I96I  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Rural  District 
increased  by  263  over  the  previous  year.  This  figure  includes  both  local 

authority  and  private  building.  In  spite  of  this,  ho?i>ever,  we  find  that  there 

were  260  names  on  the  waiting  list  for  Council  houses  alone  at  the  end  of  the 

year.  This  of  course  does  not  include  an  unknown  number  of  persons  who  are 

seeking  private  accommodation  to  rent  or  purchase. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  although  a steady  stream  of  houses  is 
coming  off  the  production  lines  the  number  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  overall 
demand.  It  must  be  emphasised,  however,  that  the  degree  by  which  the  supply  falls 
short  of  the  demand  does  not  appear  to  be  very  great  and  is  a vast  improvement 
over  the  immediate  post-v;ar  years. 

One  aspect  of  housing  reruires  some  mention  although  I have  referred  to  it 
in  previous  annual  reports.  This  is  the  housing  of  the  aged.  As  the  percentage 
of  the  population  v/ho  may  be  termed  aged  increases,  the  special  needs  of  this 
group  require  to  be  continually  borne  in  mind. 

A scheme  which  has  proved  successful  in  some  areas  may  be  worthy  of 
consideration.  This  involves  the  co-operation  betvvecn  the  housing  authority 
and  the  welfare  authority  to  provide  blocks  of  old  peoples  dx^ellings  incorporating 
accommodation  for  a resident  Warden.  The  houses  are  of  course  provided  by  the 
housing  authority  while  the  Warden  is  provided  by  the  welfare  authority.  An 
internal  communication  system  is  installed  with  connections  in  each  house  and  the 
Warden  is  able  to  maintain  touch  v/ith  all  the  people  under  her  care  at  all  times.

Statistics  ref  er' ing  to  this  section  appear  on  pages  17  - 19<> 

The  public  supply  is  of  a good  standard  of  purity  although  rather  hard  for 
some  purposes.  There  is  no  trace  of  plumbosolvency  and  in  quantity  it  is  quite 
adequate  for  the  needs.  Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  source. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is,  however,  rather  poor  and  is  only 
around  0.1  parts  per  million  while  the  optimum  is  1.0  p.p.m.  Much  research 
has  gone  into  the  relationship  between  the  prevalence  of  dental  disease  in  a 
community  and  the  level  of  fluoride  in  the  ?;ater  and  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt 
that  the  more  the  fluoride  falls  short  of  the  optimum  the  greater  is  the  amount 
of  dental  disease  found  in  the  area. 

Recently  the  results  were  published  of  a 5 years  pilot  scheme  conducted  in 
three  different  areas  where  the  fluoride  content  was  low.  In  these  districts  the 
deficiency  in  fluoride  was  made  up  by  adding  fluoride  to  the  vmter  along  with  the 
normal  chlorination.  I;.eanwhile,  a close  watch  was  kept  on  the  dental  condition, 
particularly  of  the  child  population. The  results  published  claim  a dramatic 
decrease  in  the  incidence  of  dental  caries  and  the  report  emphasises  that  there 
were  no  undesirable  effects  detected. 

I have  mentioned  the  above  matter  in  some  length  because  I feel  sure  that 
Authorities  whose  7/ator  supply  is  below  the  optimum  in  fluoride  content  mil  be 
encouraged  by  the  Ministry  to  consider  a project  aimed  at  making  up  the  fluoride 
content  of  the  water  to  /something  near  the  optimum, 
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Drainage 


At  length  the  Lelton  Sewage  Scheme  seems  to  be  within  a reasonable 
distance  of  becoming  a reality.  By  the  end  of  the  year  work  on  the  site  for 
the  oisposal  works  was  going  ahead.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Joint  Scheme 
with  Jooabridge  which_ dated  bade  to  the  pre-war  period  had  a most  varied  history 
of  hopes  and  frustrations  and  finally  died  completely.  Co-operation  with 
Voo abridge  was  revived  in  the  Joint  Disposal  Scheme  at  Creek  Farm,  Marti esham 
wnicn  is  now  at  the  planning  stage.  It  will  be,  therefore,  most  gratifying 
00  the  many  v/ho  will  benefit  from  these  schemes  and  have  worked  for  them,  that 
tne  way  now  seems  clear. 


In  these  days  of  technical  expansion  and  progress  the  provision  of  public 
toixet  conveniences  wherever  needed  should  surely  be  regarded  as  a basic 
^enity,  yet  in  this  district  at  the  time  of  writing  no  such  amenity  exists, 
-wo  parishes  which  have  repeatedly  asked  for  public  conveniences  are  Wickham 
.-arxet  and  Orford.  In  both  cases  there  is  a definite  need  for  them  and  in  both 
cases  tnere  is  an  adequate  sewerage  system  to  which  they  might  be  connected. 

Smoking  and  Health 


The  Mnistry  of  Health  has  drawn  attention  to  the  Report  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  on  the  relationship  between  cigarette  smoking  and  certain 
^seases  of  tne  respiratory  system  especially  malignant  disease  and  chronic 
broncmtis. 


While  the  statistical  methods  employed  to  establish  the  relationship  are 
01  unquestionable  integrity  it  is  perhaps  legitimate  to  suspect  that  this  is  by 
no  means  the  wnole  story,  and  that  there  may  be  a synergisti cal  action  involving 
ctner  subsoances  as  yet  unidentified.  The  very  fact  that  the  use  of  cigarettes, 
pips  tobacco  and  cigars  carry  with  them  different  potentialities  for  damage 
leads  one  to  think  that  there  may  be  other  factors  as  xvell  as  tobacco  involved. 

There  is  no  doubt  however,  that  smoking  is  not  a taste  to  be  encouraged, 
especially  among  the  young  and  it  behoves  all  who  come  in  contact  with 
cniiaren  and  young  persons  to  discourage  their  interest  in  tobacco.
